Josrrn, Mo., Sept. %.—An attempt at 
train robbery was frustrated just after mid- 
night this morning between st. Joseph and 
Amazonia, Mo., on the Kansas City. St. 
Joseph & Council Bluffs Railway. Asa result 
two would-be train robbers are dead and 
three are behind the bars in jall. Of six 
men who attempted the robbery only one 
All were residents of St. Joseph. 

The men killed were Fred Kohler. aged 19, 
who lived with his young wife at 1815 South 
Tenth street; Hugo Engel, stepson of Henry 
Gleitz, proprietor of the Occidental Hotel. 
The man who escaped is Henry Gleitz, a 
brother of the man who was killed. The of- 
ficers of the road bave known for some time 
an attempt would be made to rob the train, 
and preparatiogs were made tocapture them. 
Detective P. T. ke first received informa- 
tion about the proposed robbery Aug. 11. and 
he has been in constant communication with 
the railroad ochelals since then. 

General Manager W. C. Brown got word 
early in the evening that last night was the 
time that had been fixed for the robbery, and 
his first intention was to send out the regular 
train and place omcers upon it. He decided 


AImter it would be unsafe to risk the passen: 
4 gers in a battle with the robbers and changed 


his plans. He instructed Supt. G. M. Hohl to 
make up a Gummy special and run it out on 
the time of the regular train No. 3.

car. When they reached the car two of the 
robbers pounded on tne door with their guns 
and ordered the messenger to open it. After 


short parley Cailicote threw open the door, 


Chief Broder and his men were concealed be- 
hind the safe and empty boxes. When the 
robbers ordered the express messenger to 
open the door, they threatened to blow up 
the car with dynamite. One of them said: 
„open up or will kill you.“ 

The robbers had two large sticksof dyna- 
“mite and each was wrapped up in two or 
“three copies of a newspaper. To each of the 
sticks was attached a fuse about three feet 
jong. This fuse connected with a fulminat- 
ing cap in the end ot the stick and would 
burn up and explode in about ten minutes. 

WANTED NO DYNAMITE. 

It was known tothe police that dynamite 
might be used, and it was at first proposed to 
‘Yet the robbers explode some of it before ur- 

inguponthem. Before leaving St. Joseph, 
‘however, Chief Broder decided it would be a 
vory dangerous risk and he concluded to take 

no chances. He instructed the bogus messen- 

ger to open the door before the robbers had a 

chance to explode the stuf. Chief Broder 

gays there was enough dynamite to bio the 
‘ear into splinters, and his action now proves 
to have beep a wise one.

Kohler proved himself to be a most desperate 
man. He continued to shoot until he fell 
over dead.

A MOTHER'S GRIEF. 

In a short time his mother was informed of 
the tragedy and ran Gown to the depot. 
When she returned to the Daggage-room in 
company with two men she threw herself 
upon her son’s body and shgieked his name 
again and again, She clasped his bloody 
head’ in her arms and moaned over 
him for some minutes. She was finally 
induced to go home and her son’s body was 
sent to the Occidenta! Hotel about 8 o'clock. 

Engie died at the Occidental Hotel ats 
o’clock this morning. He never regained 
consciousness from the moment he was shot.

SUPT. HOHL’'S STORY. 

Supt. Hohl tells the folloWing story: 1 
heard of a scheme that was arranged to hold 
up the Burlington & Missouri River train, 
which left herd at 12 0 o’clocK a. m. on Aug. | 
1. This plan was frustrated by somebody 
having driven off the horse and buggy which 
was hired by the Kohler brothers, who left it 
hitched on Felix street. I next heard ofa 
plan to hold up Kansas City, St. Joseph & 
Council Bluffs train No. 8 at Rushville during 
fair week, but the location of the robbery was 
afterward changed to a point between St. 
Joseph and Amazonia, near Roy’s branch 
crossing. I\was next advised that an attempt 
would be made to hold up train No. 8 last 
Friday night. The robbers were all on hand, 
but they expected fast freight train No. 17 
ahead of No. Sand intended to Jet that train 
pass. No. 17 was late, however, and No. 3 
went anead of it and before the robbers real- 
ized that the passenger train was coming 
they were unable to flag it and they returned 
to the city and divided up. Train No. 8 ar- 
ried $40,000 In the express company’s safe. 
The next I heard was that an at- 
tempt would be made to hola up 
train No. 8 Sunday night, the robbers 
evidently thinking that they would 
make a big haul as there would be no Sunday 
deliveries of cash by the express company 
and the car would be loaded with money on 
that night. Then we went about our ar- 
rangements o capture them or to prevent 
the successful termination of their scheme. 
On Friday night I took Sheriff Carson, Chief 
of Police Broder and fourteen officers to 
Amazonia on train No. 8, but as stated be- 
fore, the robbers failed to flag the tram.“ 

CHIEF OF POLICE BRODER'S TALE. 

Chief of Police Broiler said: Some 
time ago I was notified that an attempt 
would be made to rob a Kansas City, St. 
Joseph & Council Biuffs passenger train 
somewhere near Dug Hill. I said nothing 
until I thought matters were coming to a 
focus, when Itold the railroad officials of 
what was expected to happen. They re- 
sponded that they, too, had received such 
information but from another source. We 
then worked together. How the frst 
two attempts were frustrated you 
have been informed by Supt. Hohl. 
Last night we went to the Kansas City, St. 
Joseph & Council Bluffs round-house and 
were provided with a dummy train, having 
learned a third attempt would be made Sun- 
day night. The Sherif ana I had ‘eighteen 
men and they were distributed through the 
several cars. When we reached the point 
designated by our information, the engine 
was fiaggead and stopped. The en- 
gineer and fireman came out of the 
cab and were marched back tothe express 
car by the robbers, who demanded that the 
car door be opened, The door was 
opened and then the shooting commenced. 
Kohler was almost instantly killed. I don’t 
know how many shots were fired, but if the 
officers had not been in such a hurry we 
would have got all of the robbers. Garver, 
who climbed into the caratthe time Kohler 
did, threw up his hands and escaped death. 
The other men were caught outside the car. 
Kohler, who was the ringleader, fired several 
shots at the police officers after having been 
shot himself and fallen and was as nervy as 
any man lever saw.

THE DEAD BANDITS. 

Fred Kohler, who was killed last night, was 
only 19 years old, but he was a hardened and 
desperate boy. He was employed on the 
daily press of St. Joseph as a carrierjfor two 
or three years. He was discharged from the 
service of the Daily News last winter because 
of his quarrelsome und surly manner. After 
his discharge he came tothe office and was 
put out of the carriers’ room by Supt. Jonn 
Clark. He drew a revolver and threatened to 
shoot Clark, and has since threatened 
to kill him. He told Hurst, that he 
intended to waylay Clark on his way 
home from the Council meeting to-night 
and to-morrow night he intended to hold up 
Houston Wyatt. He had recently stolen 
three horses. He was only recently married. 
Hugo Engle, who died from his wounds 
this morning, was the son of 
a widow who recently married 
Henry Gleitz, proprietor of the 
Occidental Hotel. He was known as Plus“ 
Engeland was generally tough, but it was not 
believed he had nerve enough to attempt a 
job of train robbery. He wasa heavy, Gark- 
complexioned mam, about 22 years of age. 

GLEITZ CAPTURED. 

Henry Gleitz, who escaped, but was sub- 
sequently captured, is an K- convict. He 
was convicted of Bighway robbery about 
three years ago, and was sent to the Peni- 
tentiary for two years. He has been 
out of prison about a year, He is known to 
be a dangerous man and ambitious to engage 
in more dangerous crime than highway rob- 
bery. It is believed that he was the teader of 
the gang, although he did not plan the rob- 
bery.

Nevada's Senator Begins His Ex- 
coriation of the President. 


Interference in Legislation Charged on 
4 the Chief Executive. 


THE PEOPLE SHOULD SAY “YOU HAVE

| Never Since Charles I. Has a King or

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. %.—The eighth 
week of the present extraordinary session, 
and the sixth of the debate onthe repeal 
bill, was begun this morning with the Sen- 
ate meeting at 11 o’clock. The attendance 
of Senators was unusually small. A resolu- 
tion was offered by Peffer (fop.) Of Kansas 
and went over tiJl to-morrow, calling for 
information as to the anticipation of the in- 
terest on Uuited States bonds. 

The resolution offered last Saturaay by Mr. 
Stewart (Rep.) of Nevada, as to the co- 
ordinate departments ofthe Government, 
was laid before the Senate. Here is its text: 

Resolved, That the independence of the co- 
ordinate departments of the Giovernment, the ex- 
ecutive, the legislative and the judicial depart- 
ments must. be maintained and that the use of 
powerand influence of one depariment to contro! 
the action of another isin violat.on of the constita- 
tion and destruetive to our form of Government, 
Mr. Stewart began to address the Senate on 
the resolution, but had not spoken more than 
a few sentences when he was interrupted by 
Mr. Manderson (Rep.) of Nebraska with the 
remark that the resolution was a most im- 
portant one, and that undoubtedly the speech 
about to be made was one that should be 
heard byafull Senate. He suggested that 
there was no quorum present. 

The roll was called and forty-four Seuators 
(one more than a quorum) responded. 

Mr. ttewart then went on with his speech. 
He began with a citation from President 
Cleveland’s speech last Monday onthe occa- 
sion of the commemoration of the hundredth 
anniversary of the laying of the corner stone 
of the capitol. This speech had been made 
by a president having more than 100,000 fed 
eral offices to dispose of, and with a veto 


which had been designed 
for 


as turning his face towar isthe Senate wing 
ofthe Capitol, and in angry and menacing 
tones, using the following language: 

If the representatives who here assemble 
to make laws for their fellow countrymen 
forget the duty of broad and disinterested 
patriotism, and legislate in prejudice and 

sion, or in behalf of sectional or selfish 
interests, the time when the cornerstone of 
the Capitol was laid and the circumstances 
surrounding it will not be worthy of 
commemoration. ’’ 

This declaration, Vr. Stewart said, had been 
cheered and encouraged br a thoughtless 
mult huge end construed by a venal press as 
a rebéke from the President of the United 
States to the Senate. Thestruggle for con- 
stitutional liberty, he continued, of eke 
Anglo-Saxon race which had been long,ardu- 
ous and attended with many sacrifices, bad 
lasted now for nearly 1,000 years. He went 
on to quote at great length from Macauliy’s 
History of England, as to the Parliamentary 
struggle witb the Stuart kings, 

Coming to the present time, Mr. Stewart 
charged that the President injviolation of his 
oath of office to execute the law, had per- 
mitted the Secretary of the Treasury to vio. 
late the act which made the purchase of 4,- 
500,000 ounces of silver bullion per month 
mandatory by exercising an unlawful dis- 
cretion in purchasing a smaller amount. 

Mr. Stewart undertook to say that at no 
time since the execution of Charles I. neither 
in England nor in the United States had hing 
or President 9 and defiantly disobeyed 
a statute which he himself declared was 
mandatory, or allowed his subordinates to do 
the same thing. Was it not time to sound 
the alarm? Ifconstitutional liberty was any 
value, it seemed to him that all friends and 
foes shoulda stand up and say to the President 
of the United States: Tou have overstepped 
the mark; we cannot afford to have the laws 
of Congress on any question disregarded.’’ 

Mr. Stewart said the President of the 
United states had no exalted opinion of the 
Senate or the House, e regarded it doubt- 
less as an appendage to the Executive De- 

artment. Mr. Stewart then read from a 
etter written by the President accepting an 
invitation to attend the centennial celebra- 
tion of Williams Collette, in which. he said he 
soon expected to “have a session of Congress 
on his hands. 

‘*A session of Congress on my hands.“ re- 

eated Mr. Stewart in simulated seriousness. 

hat remark spoke volumes in interpreting 
how the President regarded the co-ordinate 
branches of the Government. Would a man 
who fully appreciated the responsibility of 
his office even by accident make the remark 
—Congress would be on his hands, Congress 
had assembled as an independent branch of 
the Government, was on nobody’s hands. 

At 11:45 o’clock* Mr. Stewart yielded the 
floor without concluding his speech, not nav 
ing reached the main part of it, he said, to 
Mr. Cameron (Kep.) of Pennsylvania, who 
proceeded to address the Senate against the 
repeal bill. Mr. Cameron read his speech in 
distinct and low tones.

REAL REVOLUTION. 


Determined Rebellion Against the Pres- 
ident of Argentine. 


BUENOS AYRES, Sept. 2.—Ex- President 
Pelligrini, undismayed by the threat of the 
rebels to shoot him on the spotifhe again 
falls into their hands, has safely landed be- 
fore Tucumen and telegraphs here that he 
ex pects the rebels will soon surrender. 

Other advices, however, have it that the 
foreign colonists of Santa Fe and its 
neighborhood are joining in the rebel- 
Non and that some bloody engagements 
between the rebels and the Government 
may be expected hourly. Itts now an ad- 
mitted fact that a determined rebellion 
against President Saenz-Pena and his 
Government is on t, and if the 
foreign element has taken a hand in it 
against the President and his party, his 
downfall is not unlikely as the foreign 
interests are powerfuland well represented 
here, As dispatch is sent the whole 
of the Argentine Republicis convulsed with 
excitement anda revolution is in progress 
throughout the North at least. Go 
mont reports would attempt to belittle the 
situation, but this does not alter the fact 
that the Argentine Republic is ttaking up 
arms for and against President Saenz-Pena. 

Later in the day dispatches were received 
here which show that the situation is grow- 
ing more serious every hour. The rebels are 
now pressing Santa Fe on the east bank of 
Rio Salado, and five miles from Bajada de 
Santa Fe, capital of Entre Rios. 

The Argentine urmy only consists of about 
7. 500 men; but the National Guards number 
85,000 in all. 

President Pena is now sald to be willing to 

resign in favorof Senor Ellauri, but the 
report lacks confirmation. 

The police of this city have been organized 
into a military force and will probably be 
sent tothe front witha detachment of the 
National Guard, 0

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GEN. CAMPOS DYNAMITED. 


ANARCHI6€TS IN SPAIN ATTEMPT TO KILL HER 
CAPTAIN-GENERAL. 


BAROETLORNA, Sept. 25.—An attempt to mur- 
der Capt.-Gen. Martinez Campos, the Min- 
tary Commander of Spain, ex-President of 
the Council, and the man whose military 
pronunciamento placed Alphonso Il. on the 
Spanish throne, was made yesterday. Gen. 
Campos was reviewing the troops of this 


district and, while pleasantly chatting with 
members of the staff, was surrounded at tne 
reviewing point by a dense throng of men 
and women eager to witness the review. 

As the troops had begun their march in 
review an excited individual pushed his way 
to the front and, just as his actions began to 
draw the attention ‘of 
he pulled from his 
fron ball which he 
Gen. Campos. A terrific explosion followed 
and before the spectators could recover from 
their astonishment, he had hurled a second 
of the iron missiles at the General. This 
time a man in the crowd struck up his arm 
and the ball, instead of reaching the General, 
exploded among the staf. The bomb thrower 
was seized and several persons held him 
pinned to the earth, while thestaff examined 
the condition of the prostrate General. The 
first bomb was found to have exploded di- 
rectly under the General’s horse, shattering 
its forelegs and hurling it with the General 
to the ground. An officer, at the command 
of the General, promptly shot the poor beast. 
The General was not only badly stunned by 
the fall, but had his thigh lacerated 

infully by a fragment of the 
omb.

A councilman who supported the bill 
appropriating 51, 056 to pay the expense of 
caring for the indigentColorado miners and 
procuring transportation for them, ex- 
plains that it was not a bill to reimburse 
the Mayor’s contingent fund, but a bill to 
pay contingent fund debts contracted by 
President Nagel as acting Mayor in the 
absence of Mayor Walbridge. 

The explanation is that Acting Mayor 
Nagel, not having authority to touch a 
dollar of the Mayor’s contingent fund, 
provided for the miners on credit, and 
being unable to induce the Mayor to foot 
the bills witn contingent fund money, was 
obliged to ask for the approprtation, 
which was voted to save the city from the 
discredit of repudiating expense bills au- 
thorized by her Acting Mayor in a matter 
of public charity. 

Now, admitting thatthis isthe whole 
truth about the matter, and that the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly could hardly get around 
voting the $1,056, the incident strongly il- 
lustrates what a rat-holein the City Treas- 
ury our authorities are making of the 
Mayor’s contingent fund. 

It simply means thata new method has 
been found of enabling the Mayor to 
pocket or pay his campaign debts with 
the large sum of city money which is 
placed at his unquestioned disposal. When 
any occasion arises for the use of that 
money for „ any of the purposes 
on acoount of which it is supposed to be 
placed at his disposal, he has only to step 
aside and let the President of the Council 
as Acting Mayor provide for the occasion 
with a new,special and supplementary ap- 
propriation. 

We do not see that the explanation at all 
mitigates the secret fund scandal, or at all 
justifies the Municipal Assembly in plac- 
ing a large sum at the secret disposal of 
the Mayor for certain alleged purposes and 
then voting extra appropriations to meet 
the expense of each one of those purposes. 

This miners’ appropriation deepens the 
mystery as to what Mayor Walbridge has 
done with that secret fund, and why he 
did not pay out of it the money, called for 
by an extra appropriation which stamps 
that fund as a treasury leak which should 
be stopped.

WHERE THE TROUBLE BEGAN. 


Tanner and Raum have been soundly de- 
nounced in every part of the country. 
But are Tanner and Raum the most guilty 
in the great scheme of robbing the Govern- 
ment in order to preserve the life and 
power of a political party? 

The man who feally deserves the blame 
for the reckless expendituresin the Pen- 
sion Bureau, and who might have pre- 
vented them, is no other than ex-Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison, now a candidate 
for renomination to the office from which 
he was retired by an overwhelming vote of 
the people. 

Mr. Harrison himself declared the policy 
of the Pension Bureau. He it was who 
made the way plain to his plundering offi- 
cials. What were they to suppose he 
meant when he gave the order to“ be lib- 
eral with the boys?’’ He did not say, 
‘*Observe the law strictly, and see that 
only real veterans be provided for.’’ It 
was a clear hint to his officials to go be- 
yond the law, and they went. The result 
is an empty Treasury, a disgraced pension 
service, and suspicion cast upon the hon- 
est pensioner of the army of the Union. 
The boys“ who are getting a large part 
of the plunder never saw a battle, and the 
fighting they did was all done at the polls 
in 92. 

If it is true that more than 5128, 000, 000 is 
to be saved by a review of the pension 
records, some idea of the evil wrought by 
Mr. Harrison’s order to his subordinates 
may be formed.

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SCHOOL BOARD NOMINATIONS. 

The nominations or recommendations 
for School Board memberships by a small 
clique of gentlemen at the Mercantile Club 
last Saturday was kindly but premature.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR RAILWAY WRECKS 


The series of railroad accidents reached 
its climax, it is to be hoped, in the awful 


bash line. 

So fay as can be learned from the printed 
reports all of these accidents have been due 
to carelessness on the part of employes, 
and there is consequently a disposition to 
exonerate the companies. No doubt the 
burden of heavy passenger traffic on roads 
centering in Chicago taxes their resources 


accidents will now and then occur. 
But it cannot be believed that hor- 
rors like the slaughter at Kingsbury and 
Kankakee were not preventable. All the 
circumstances point to something very 
wrongin both cases. Inthe Kankakee 
case the two sections of a heavy passenger 
train were run too close together—so close 


man’s intelligence resulted in an almost 
unparalleled loss of life and property. 

In both cases, howener, the trainmen them- 

were blameworthy. They have probably 
incurred the penalties of manslaughter and 

should be punished. 

But it is said that the brakeman of the 
Wabash train at Kifgsbury was asleep at 
the switch and that, awakened by the sud- 
den appearance of the second section of 
the express train, he threw the switch for 
the siding without realizing what he was 
doing. This may or may not be true, but 
it is agreed that both engineer and brake- 
man of the freight train were sleepy, and 
the public has not yet been informed 
whether or not they were alive to the fact 
that the passenger was running in two sec- 
tions. 

This is a very suggestive fact. Men must 
be very sleepy indeed who aré unable to 
keep their wits about them in presence of 
such tremendous responsibilities. An in- 
teresting and vital question in these cases 
is, How many hours had the train hande 
been on duty? Until this question is sat- 
isfactorily answered the companies cannot 
be held free from blame. 

SENATOR STEWART’S anxiety concerning 
the influence of the President over the two 
houses of Congress is not justified by the 
present situation nor by our experience in 
the past. In the nature of thingsa Presi- 
dent with a strong personality .will have 


to exert it, but it is the wildest folly to 
assume that it is possible for him to tran- 
scend his constitutional powers or even to 
exert a pressure which cap be permanently 
harmful. Thomas Jefferson got whatever 
he wanted out of Congress during his 
eight-year presidency. Most, if not all, 
important legislation at that time orig- 
inated at the White House, but no com- 
plaint was ever made of undue influence. 
Other Presidents have made themselves 
felt in the same way, and as long as some 
men are strong and some weak they 
will continue in the same course. The 
remedy lies not in frenzied Congressional 
protests but in putting the matter before 
the people, who will administer a very 
practical rebuke to a President who mis- 
uses his power. 4 


SENATOR TURPIE is right. The Senate 
is the refuge of the minority. But so is 
the House. Soisthe wholecountry. The 
Senator’s point, however, is not well 
takenin this case noris his discourse on 
political philosophy applicable in the 
present situation. The question now is, 
how many rights have the majority that a 
minority are bound to respect? How long 
can a few Senators prevent legislation im- 
perativelydemanded by the people and 
imperatively necessary to the public good? 
Nobody wants to abridge the right of free 
debate, and any attempt to abridge it will 
be promptly rebuked. But debate is one 
thing; obstruction is another. Protection 
ofa right does not include protection of 
abuse of that right. The repéal bill has 
been fully debated in the Senate. No new 
light qin be thrown upon it. To prolong 
the talk will be to bring discredit upon 
the Senate as a legislative body and to pro- 
duce uneasiness, perhaps disaster, in the 
business community.

H. CLAY KING’S APPEAL. 


He Chargrés Thet He Was Convicted 
Through a Conspirecy.' 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 25.—Col. H. Clay 
King, the slayer of David H. Poston, who is 
now serving a life sentence inthe Tennessee 
Penitentiary, asa punishment for his crime, 
has issued an address to the public, in which 
he makes some sensational charges. 

He charges that his conviction was brought 
about by a conspiracy, and makes wild 
charges against those connected with the 
court and prosecution. The publication of 
the card has caused a sensation. King wrote 


n for the purpose of arousing public senti 
mentin his favorin the hopeof securing a 
pores. but he will fall in his object, as Gov. 
‘urney was a member ofthe Supreme Court 
when King’s sentence was armed. 

The killing of Poston occurred in Memphis 
on March 10,1891. Thetragedy was the out- 
come of the celebrated suit of Coil. King 
against Mrs. Mary J. Pillow, widow of the 
Confederate Gen. Gideon J. Pillow. Several 
years ago King, who was married and had 
several grown children, became acquainted 
with Mrs. Pillow and was retained as her 
agent and attorney and given chargeof her 
business affairs. It was not long after the 
consummation of this arrangement untl 
King and Urs. Pillow established themselves 
on a plantation in Lee County, Ark., belong- 
ing to the former, taking up their quarters in 
the same house. They claimed that their 
connection was merely a business partner- 
ship, and that Mrs. Pillow had invested some 
thousands of dollars in the plantation. Later 
on, it appears that Kine made several deeds, 
conveying to Mrs. Pillowthe plantation in 
Arkansas and his propegty in Memphis, but 
with the understanding that the convey- 
ances were not to be recorded untilsucha 
time as King could geta divorce from his 
wife and marry Mrs. Pillow. This he failed 
to get, and the two fell out.

Poston waited 
King’s approach and as they met 
King drew his pisol and snot Poston in the 
stomach. Hedied from the effects of the 
wound abont 6:10 the next morning. King 
| Was arrested and lodged in jail. The trial 
| was a long one, the plea advanced by the de- 
tense beinginsanity. The jury found King 
‘guilty of murder on July Wand he was sen- 
tenced to hang in November, 1891. 

The next move on the part of King's attor- 
neys was a petition fora writ of habeas cor- 
pus laid before Judge Jackson of the Federal 
Court at Nashville; but Gov. Buchanan com- 
muted his sentence to life imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary. This was on Aug. 10, 1892, 
and soon after King was taken to prison.

THE NAVIES OF EUROPE. 


British Ships Compared With Conti- 
nental Fleets. 


From the London Standard. 

Areturn issued by the Admiralty yester- 
day on the motion of Lord George Hamilton 
gives the number of ‘‘seagoing warships in 
commission, in reserve and building and the 
naval expenditures, revenue, tonnage of 
mercantile marine and value of seaborne 
commerce of various countries for the year 

1893. 

It shows the English war ships in commis- 
sion to de 24 battle ships, 8 coOast-defense 
ships, 6 cruisers. and 74 other ships not tor- 
pedo boats, together 161; we have also in re- 
serve 19 battle ships, 14 coast- defense ships, 
46 cruisers, and 44 other ships not torpedo 
boats; and, in addition, we have buliding 
and completing for sea 9 battle ships, 19 
cruisers and 22 other ships. Total, 325. 

France is represented as having in com- 
mission 19 battle ships, 5 coast-defense ships, 
28 cruisers and 50 other ships not torpedo 
boats, while she has in reserve 5 battle ships, 
3 coast-defense ships, 20 crulsers and other 
ships, and bullding and completing fag sea 8 
battle ships, 2 coast-defense ships, 19 
crulsersand 6 other ships. Total, 221. 

Germany, Whichisthe next naval power, 
has in commission 11 battle ships, 14 cruisers 
and 19 other ships; in reserve, 3 battle- ships, 
6 coast defense ships, 17 crulsers and 5 other 
ships, besides 7 battle- ships, 8 cruisers and 
one other ship building and completing for 
sen. ‘Total, 8. It appears from this classt- 
fication in point of numbers England pos- 
sesses 82% War ships, as compared with 307 
belonging to France and Germany combined, 
and the knglish colonies have also twenty 
war ships of their own, 

England has fifty war ships building, while 
France and Germany together have only 
forty -five. Russia has altogether 120 war 
ships, mostly small ones, aud Italy has 
ninety-three. The aggregate naval expen- 
diture of England is given as £18,480,916, 
while that of France is put at £10, 694,560; of 
Germany, £4.795.570; of Russia, 45,040. 489, 
and of ltaly 44.215,66, so that the present 
naval expenditure of England is nearly equal 
to that of France, Germany and Russia com- 
bined,

PUBLIC MUST REPRESS Tres SETTING 
FEVER OR HE WILL WI?! OUT. 


The St. Paul Magnate Says That Though 
* $80,000 Behind He Will Not Give Up 
—Jadge Carter Tells How to Purify the 
Turf—Dixzon and Smith Meet This 


Evening. 


Mr. Frank Shaw, the propagator of the 
new system of betting, is certainly game. 
That is the expression in sporting circles. In 
other walks of life Mr. Shaw would be called 
stubborn. He is $80,000 behind right now, bat 
be is determined to swing the public in line 
on his new system if it costs as much more. 
In view ofthe reception hisinnovation met 
Saturday he was asked last night if he would 
withdraw it. ‘‘Never,’’ he replied. ‘*That 
scheme is all right. Some people are 
trying to knock it out, but let them 
knock away. In a month from now a great 
many people will have changed their minds, 
My plan has come to star. 

r. Shaw is known to bea man of grit and 
determination, and the betting public will 
have to face the situation. If their gambling 
instinct proves too strong, they may yield 
and play their money up against the betting 
monopoly game. Herein lies Mr. Shaw's ad- 
vantage. He knows that as long as there is 
horse racing, there will be-people to gamble. 
For example, the book onthe frst race on 
last Thursday’s card, in a down- 
town pool-room figured out 287 per 
cent yet the play was heavy. With such a 
blind clientele almost any kind of a sand- 
bagging game could live and prosper. Mr. 
Shaw certainly ha? the upper hand. He has 
an absolute monopoly on the local betting 
privileges. If the people must bet they must 
encourage his scheme to their own detri- 
ment. If they can keep of long enough 
to show the St. Paul magnate that they will 
have none of his monopoly they can win the 
fight. 

Inthe meanwhile representative turfmen 
do not blame Mr. Shaw personally. He is 
not on the turf either for heaith or pleasure. 
Where the odium rests is on the st. Louis 
Jockey Club for allowinga practice which is 
not sportsman like, despite fearful and won- 
erful claims made by its promo‘ers and 
which the patrons ofthe Jockey Club have 
— with unmistakable signs of disap- 
prova 


GOSSIP FOR 1URFITES. 


Judge Carter Tells Fow to Purify the 
Turf—Dobbins’ Races. 

‘*Pierre Lorillard claims that the purifica- 
tion of the turf can be accomplished to a cer- 
tain extent by the substitution of the Paris 
mutual system of betting for the present 
booking game, andlagree with bim, says 
Judge Carter, one ot the best turf authori- 
tles in the West. The mutual system will 
of course do away with players like Mike 


Dwyer, Ohris Smith, bittsburg Phil and 
Frank Shaw, bat it will also shut down on, 
good and hard, the system thieving owners 
resort to of laying their horses up in books, 
which will certainly give satisfaction tothe 
general public. It was the public that made 
racing what a vast business it is to-day, and 
a policy that caters to tals element gives 
them confidence, which ought to increase 
their interest in the business, strikes me 
as being the right thing. Racing existed 
before the heavy betting element sprung 
forth and it can get along without the big 
speculators again. Itwill take some time 
no doubt to educate the public up to the 
mutual system, but after the French scheme 
is thoroughly understood and its good qual- 
ities appreciate’, Iwenture to say, anyone 
comparing it with book betting will be re- 
arded as a lunatic. Jobbing the curse of 
the turf at present, and if something is not 
done tostop it, and quickly at that, the 
magnates who have millions invested in 
race tracks, vast stables and enormous 
breeding establishments are going to bear 
somethin drop. It is asserted that the 
mutuel system onthe tracks will not pre- 
vent an owner from iaying his horse up in a

say, awa with pool- rooms. 
0 hey have done and will continue to do so as 
long as permitted to exist an iucaiculable 
amount ot harm tothe sport. People that 
can’t afford financialiy or have not the 
necessary timeto gotothe tracks cug!'t not 
to gamble on horse racing. The majority of 
this class of speculators, which support the 
pool rooms, are the tin bucket briwade 
and every dollar sucked from them is biood 
money. This element heed every doliar they 
can scrape together, and when this money 
is lost in the rooms humanity suffe:s. 
No sir, I don't believe in the encoure gement 
of gambling among peopie that can’t afford 
it. 1 is a luxury and 
only those at can lovk upon it 
as such should indulge. The closing 
of the pool-rooms ought to increase the 
patronage of the race tracks and under the 
circumstances, it seems to me, the race track 
magnates should favor the movement. With 
the mutual system in force on the tracks and 
the pool-rooms closed racing wiil have an 
unlimited future. Another scheme I would 
like to see perfected is the organization of a 
National Jocaey Club or Congress, with a set 
of rules under which every race track in the 
couptr ry | should race, continued Judge Car- 
ter. This organigation should bave strict 
rules governing cases where fraud is com- 
mitted and when an owner, jockey or trainer 
is caught jobbing let him be ruled off every 
track in the country. Thieving would be shut 
ot completely if this plan was pursued, ac- 
cording to my idea,’’ added the Judge.

AIDS TO THE WHEEL. 


New Devioes in Tire Valves and Speed 
Reristers—A New Tandem Record. 
Several ingenious inventions pertaining to 
bicycling have been made of late. One of 
these is a valve fora pneumatic tire that can 
be set to any tension desired and will only 
yield to a pressure greater than the normal. 
When theairis pumped through this valve 
it opens immediately the limit is reached, 
allowing the excess air to escape. The de- 


vice is valuable because when set toa pg 
ure corresponding to the rider’s weight, 
will not permit thetireto be blown hard 
enough to strain or burst . There is a great 
Cifference between a tire that is flabdy 
and one that is hard as a board, 
and a pressure whic affords the 
grou life or elasticity under a given load 
is the Dest for that load. For road riding a 
tire should be so hard that it will hold the 
rider off the rocks, Dut not soh as to re- 
fuse to yield to obstructions. A good test is 
to piace the rider in the saddle and note how 
much the tire fattens. If it spreads out one- 
eighth of an inen on each side it is soft 
enough for road use, but should be harder 
for track use. ‘lires are made just as light as 
ossible to give proper service, and it ts not 
air to blow them above the proper pressure 
and complain if they burst.

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HOW TO RESCUE A DROWNING IAN. 


From Behind Grasp Him Tightly Around 
the Chest With the Left Arm. 


L. Obel, in the Westminster Gazette. 

„% swimmer must get at the drowning 
man and turn bim on his back. If heis 
quiet support him by the head. If not, he 
must be gripped just above the elbows, 80 
that he is unable to impede his rescuer,’’ 
and ‘‘the rescuer, ot course, uses Only his 
legs. A much safer method for both con- 
cerned is for the swimmer to put his left 
arm from behind tightly round the drowning 
man, so that the rescuer’s arm is placed 
across the drowning man’s chest, while the 
latter’s back is resting firmly against tne 

swimmer’s chest. 

This leaves the drowning man’s head and 
shoulders out ofthe water and, moreover, 
from his positionin the firm grasp of the 
the swimmer, he at once becomes assured of 
his safety and ceases all struggling as by in- 
stinct. But in any case the rescuer is per- 
tectly safe from his deadly embrace, as it 
is impossible to effectually embrace (deadly 
or otherwise) any one to whom one’s back is 
turned! 

This mode of rescuin — the swimmer 
the full and free use of s legs and also 
of his right arm for 2 — * — es, the 
legs being used alternately as in ‘treading 
water, and the arm as a powerful scull, or 
us an oar, but without lifting * arm out of 
the water. his gives a & „ which, 
with alittle practice, may 8 opt up for 
quite a considerable distance. 

The above is not merely a theoretical 
method of life saving, but an eminently 
practical one and in use in at least one of 

„the Continental armies,’’ (if, alack! the 
Danish army of to-day may be ranked among 
these.) The subscriber has himself, from 
personal experience of rescuing found the 
method good; besides, the method is sO easy 
of performance that a boy of 18 or 14, if he be 
a fair swimmer, may without aimcuity take 
ashore a full-grown man. 

Ot courte, If the person to be rescued ** 
reasonable and keeps cool,’’ many oth 
methods might be employed as — 
ample, the one suggested by r. Hen 2 
turn the man on his chest, his 22 — 
on his rescuer’s shouiders.
